If I read your 
hearts aright, you bare been predisposed 
by your knowledge of the worth of Uer 
Majesty's naval officer* and men and their 
known sentiments of appreciation for Vic¬ 
toria and her citlx-ns. to do special honor 
to lheir commander-in-chief, and lu tbelr 
company,, who have been oo loyal to one, 
and who have made my service so pleas- 
ant. I gladly accept your words of praise 
and the assurance that ln representing 
them and the glorious service to which wu 
belong. | have been iviurtorai and sym¬ 
pathetic In my relation* to yon. 

It Is quite true that I have been, and 
phall continue to be. Interest c«ltn the pro¬ 
gress of your city; for. spArt* from the 
kindness sud attention which hare Mast 
so freely extended to me. It would- have 
been Impossible, as an Englishman, to have 
reninlne .1 unmoved or held aloof from a 
community which showed such splendid 
attachment to the Umpire and such demo¬ 
tion Jo the cause which wc believe to be 
the destiny of our race to secure Our all 
mini-that they should Hve In freedom un¬ 
der, a Christian rule- and that Aplrlt w hich 
was brought out so strikingly by the B>wr 
war—that spirit of loyalty to the Queen 
and to tbc great principles of our Kup- 
llab Institutions la seen In ail that you do 
In your dally life, and stamp* the char¬ 
acter of Victorians with honesty, hospital¬ 
ity and rbarlly—veritably the tbren grace*. 

Your congratulations to me and your In 
tcrest In my new appoint meat are very 
pleasant to me, and I shall carry away 
the remembrance of them to lighten the 
labors of what may prove to be a difficult 
task. It would In* very agreeable to me 
to think that yonr ffattiring Interpreta¬ 
tion of my appointment to the Australian 
command was the right one; but In any 
case—and I recommend this attitude «*f 
mind to all young men starting In life aa 
Ibe result of my ex|»erlencc—1 will take 
]>alna to do my best, and If It la pmsiMc 
earn the high distinction of a satisfied 
conscience.
